TEXT  BOOKS. 

But  little  has  been  done  this  year  with  text  books.     The  books 


purchased  were  actually  needed  to  replace  those  that  were  worn  out. 
From  the  present  condition  of  the  text  books  in  town,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  determine  when  books  are  unnecessarily  injured  by  the 
scholars. 

FUEL. 

The  first  thing  needed  at  the  commencement  of  our  schools  this 
year  was  fuel.  There  was  hardly  a  stick  of  wood  left  over  from 
last  year  at  any  of  the  schoolhouses  in  town.  This  is  not  economy, 
for  it  necessitates  buying  wood  when  at  the  highest  price,  and  the 
most  difficult  to  find.  A  saving  could  be  made  by  the  school  com- 
mittee, by  buying  green  wood  in  the  winter  for  the  ensuing  year. 

At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  school  committee  consisting 
of  J.  B.  Keene  and  Thomas  N.  Osier,  Herbert  S.  Keene  was  chosen 
to  fill  the  vacancy  existing  in  the  school  board.  Three  committee 
meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year.  At  these  meetings  the 
superintending  school  committee  have  attended  to  the  duties  and 
powers  delegated  to  them.  At  a  meeting  held  Saturday,  Feb.  14, 
the  school  board  made  the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  school  committee  be  instructed  to  maintain  the  Biscay 
school. 

That  the  Muscongus  and  Keene  Neck  schools  be  discontinued. 

Thi  •;  last  recommendation  is  a  step  towards  centralizing  our 
schools.  Actual  experience  of  consolidation  wherever  tried  proves 
a  benefit.  Small  schools  with  poorly  equipped  teachers  have  given 
place  to  larger  schools,  having  longer  sessions,  and  better  teachers. 
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What  proves  a  benefit  in  one  place  is  capable  of  repetition  in  others. 
The  teachers  of  the  past  year  have  nearly  all  been  pains-taking  and 
conscientious  in  their  work.  Good  order  is  the  great  obstacle  in 
school  government,  which  almost  invariably  gives  some  of  our 
teachers  a  great  deal  of  trouble.  It  matters  not  how  much  learning 
and  text  book  knowledge  a  teacher  may  possess,  discipline  must  be 
maintained  or  the  school  will  fail  to  accomplish  very  much. 
"Order  is  Heaven's  first  law"  and  without  order  any  school  is  a  sad 
failure.  Teachers  should  receive  support  and  encouragement  from 
the  parents.  Parents,  do  not  try  to  shake  the  school  from  its 
foundations  because  your  child  has  received  punishment,  and  don't 
place  implicit  confidence  in  his  own  account  of  the  affair.  The  boy 
who  could  not  tell  his  father  a  lie  died  years  ago.  His  successor 
has  not  yet  been  found. 

And,  finally  when  your  boy  brings  home  his  grades,  and  you 
find  that  he  takes  rank  among  the  average  children,  do  not  think 
that  the  management  of  the  school  is  marked  by  incapacity  and 
injustice.

TEXT  BOOKS. 

But  few  books  have  been  purchased.  Our  supply  of 
writing  books  was  about  exhausted,  and  we  purchased 
enough  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  only  change  of  importance  was  the  exchange  of 
histories.  The  old  books  were  worn  out  and  useless  except 
as  a  medium  of  exchange. 

REPAIRS. 

Some  needed  repairs  have  been  made,  and  more  should 
be  made  another  year.  The  Weston  schoolhouse  was 
painted  and  all  the  blackboards  in  the  several  schoolhouses 
were  thoroughly  painted.  The  schoolhouse  at  Medomak 
needs  painting,  and  the  Weston  schoolhouse  must  be 
shingled.  The  appropriation  would  not  admit  of  further 
repairs  this  year. 

PRESENT  NEEDS. 

Conditions  exist  that  show  to  all  that  there  are  needs 
that  must  soon  be  met  and  supplies.  Our  schools  have 
become  very  small  and  everything  seems  to  indicate  a  de- 
crease in  attendance  in  the  future.  The  most  urgent  need 
at  present  is  a  schoolhouse  located  near  the  centre  of  the 
town.  The  largest  average  attendance  of  pupils  at  Broad 
Cove,  Weston  and  Medomak,  as  given  by  the  teachers 
registers,  is  39.  These  schools  if  united  as  recommended 
by  the  School  Board  will  make  only  a  fair  sized  school.  It 
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seems  to  me  that  the  citizens  of  this  town  should  have  no 
greater  or  higher  function  than  to  lay  a  foundation,  which 
will  reduce  our  school  expenses  and  furnish  our  scholars  a 
chance  to  obtain  a  better  education. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  have  five  pupils  who  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
Public  Laws  of  1903,  "An  act  for  the  Better  Education  of 
Youth,"  by  attending  Lincoln  Academy.  This  gives  our 
pupils  advantages  possessed  by  those  provided  with  a  High 
School.  We  hope  that  more  will  take  advantage  of  this 
Act. 

The  most  efficient  teachers  were  secured  as  far  as 
possible,  and  the  school  year  has  been  one  of  reasonable 
success.  We  must  all  admit  that  the  ideal  school  is  the  one 
which  most  nearly  approaches  the  well  ordered  home.  The 
home  and  school  must  work  together,  and  the  work  of  the 
one  must  strengthen  the  work  of  the  other. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  citizens,  and  to  the 
School  Board  for  their  assistance  and  consideration.

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For  the  coming  year  there  will  have  to  he  considerable 
money  laid  out  on  bridges  in  the  town.  The  bridge  at 
Muscongus  harbor  will  have  to  be  taken  up  and  rebuilt.  It 
will  not  be  safe  to  leave  it  any  longer  in  the  shape  it  is  in 
now.  I  find  most  of  the  small  culverts  in  the  very  worst 
of  conditions. 

The  roads  in  the  southern  part  of  the  town  are  in  poor 
condition  and  it  can't  be  otherwise  for  there  is  nothing 
within  the  limits  of  the  roadway  to  build  a  road  with.  What 
little  there  was  in  times  past  has  been  used  up  and  washed 
away. 

It  seems  to  me  the  town  should  make  some  arrange- 
ment to  get  material  outside  of  the  roadway  for  that  pur- 
pose. If  the  town  owned  or  had  control  of  some  loam  and 
gravel  pits  it  would  be  a  great  saving  in  a  few  years  in 
money  and  a  great  benefit  to  the  traveling  public.

There  were  fifty  rods  of  State  road  built,  ten  of  which 
were  excavated  four  feet  wide  and  three  to  three  and  one- 
half  feet  deep,  and  filled  with  old  stone  wall.  Flat  rocks 
were  set  on  edge  at  sides  and  large  rock  at  the  bottom,  then 
filled  even  with  old  road  bed  with  small  rock,  covered  with 
coarse  hay  and  the  dirt  from  the  ditch  put  back  with  road 
machine.  Theiu  362  loads  of  gravel  were  put  on  the  fifty 
rods  in  two  coats,  six  or  seven  inches  at  the  first,  and  about 
the  same  at  the  last. 

The  gravel  was  procured  nearby  of  F.  W.  Weston. 
This  privilege  I  appreciate,  and  the  town  should  credit  this 
gentleman  for  a  piece  of  good  road,  for  a  road  ditched  and 
not  graveled  with  good  gravel,  is  very  little,  if  any,  better 
than  a  dirt  road  hove  up. 

There  were  823  loads  of  dirt  and  gravel  hauled  onto 
the  roads,  mostly  on  hills  that  were  badly  washed.  Twelve 
culverts  were  taken  up  and  built  over  and  others  cleared  at 
the  mouth. 

There  should  be  $309  of  the  next  year's  appropriation 
for  highways  and  bridges  expended  on  road  from  the 
Charles  Keene  place  to  the  road  in  the  back  part  of  the 
town.

TEXT  BOOKS. 

We  have  purchased  on  exchange  during  the  year  18 
copies  of  Frye's  Grammar  school  Geographies  and  29 
copies  of  Frye's  Elementary  Geographies  at  a  cost  of 
$24.81.  The  same  were  placed  in  the  schools  during  the 
fall  term.  It  would  be  advantageous  to  the  schools  if  new 
grammars,  elementary  Histories  and  Algebras  were  pro- 
vided. If  however  but  one  change  is  to  be  made  we  recom- 
mend that  the  grammars  be  reulaced  first. 

On  each  visit  to  the  schools  We  have  personally  in 
spected  the  books  of  each  pupil  and  have  tried  to  impress 
upon  both  teacher  and  pupils  the  importance  of  the  utmost 
care  in  regard  to  the  books  to  the  effect  that  when  we  in- 
spected the  new  geographies  after  two  terms  use  they  were 
apparently  in  as  good  condition  as  when  they  were  intro- 
duced. 
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ATTENDANCE. 

Of  the  128  pupils  in  town  only  75  were  in  the  schools 
the  past  year. 

We  would  recommend  the  better  enforcement  of  the 
Truant  Law,  and  we  do  heartily  wish  that  the  parents  and 
guardians  might  become  more  alive  to  the  fact  that  chil- 
dren should  attend  school  every  day  of  the  term,  and  instead 
of  availiug  themselves  of  every  possible  excuse  (I  do  not  say 
reason)  to  keep  the  children  at  home,  they  would  use  all 
means  within  reach  to  secure  their  regular  attendance  at 
school. 

TEACHERS. 

Our  teachers  for  the  past  year  need  much  praise  for 
their  pains-taking  efforts  and  faithful  work. 

Miss  Chariey  and  Miss  Wilson  continued  throughout 
the  year  with  us,  and  it  has  been  gratifying  indeed  to  note 
the  marked  improvement  in  their  schools. 

Misses  Inez  and  Minta  Perkins  came  to  us  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term  and  completed  the  year. 
Patient  and  persistent  endeavor  b  rought  to  their  efforts 
success,  so  that  when  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  we 
visited  the  four  schools  and  noted  the  bright,  interested 
faces  of  their  pupils  and  saw  the  advancement  made  we 
agreed  with  Supt.  Stetson  when  he  remarked  at  the 
Teachers'  Association,  "that  Bremen  had  four  ;  s  bright 
teachers  as  were  to  be  found." 

We  hope  Bremen  may  be  fortunate  enough  to  secure 
their  services  another  year.

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the 
members  of  the  committee  for  their  kindly  support.

ATTENDANCE. 

This  has  been  a  problem  of  no  small  importance  in  our 
work  this  year.  When  parents  so  far  forget  the  welfare  of 
both  their  children  and  the  school  as  to  allow  them  to  be 
absent  for  trivial  excuses,  it  puts  both  Superintendent  and 
teacher  in  a  hard  place.  No  teacher  can  successful  teach  a 
school  unless  the  pupils  are  there  all  the  time  of  every  uay. 
She  may  stay  in  the  schoolroom  and  receive  her  pay  but 
cannot  do  justice  to  herself  or  to  the  sehool  without  having 
every  pupil  present.     Realizing  fully  the  truth  of  this  state- 
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ment  through  our  own  experience,  we  have  tried  to  have  the 
Truant  Law  enforced,  with  a  moderate  degree  of  success. 

We  again  emphasize  the  fact  that  parents  school  realize 
that  they  are  cheating  their  children  and  themselves  as  well 
as  robbing  the  town  of  good  citizens,  when  they  keep  chil- 
dren out  of  school  for  cause  other  than  sickness. 

TUITION. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  whereby 
Waldoboro  was  to  pay  tuition  for  all  pupils,  in  that  town, 
attending  school  in  Bremen. 

TEACHERS. 

We  have  been  pains-taking  in  our  efforts  to  secure  the 
best  teachers  to  be  had  for  the  wages  offered,  and  we  feel 
sure  that  the  five  schools  have  been  ably  taught.  Much 
praise  is  due  each  teacher  for  patient  effort  and  conscientious 
work. 

We  have  seen  much  that  needed  to  be  done  for  the 
schools:  so  much,  in  fact,  that  what  we  have  done  seems  very 
small  in  companion.    But,  whatever  has  been  accomplished, 
could  not  have  been,  but  for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  our 
carps  of  teachers  and  the  staunch  support  of  the  committee.

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ATTENDANCE. 

This  is  a  subject,  the  importance  of  which,  I  regret  to 
say,  seems  to  have  been  entirely  overlooked  by  very  many 
of  the  parents  in  this  town.  Of  course  the  average  pupil 
is  not  supposed  to  realize  the  value  of  constant  attendaace 
at  school,  but  when  parents  wholly  ignore,  not  only  their 
children's  best  interests,  to  say  nothing  of  the  interests  of  a 
good  school,  as  well  as  the  law  of  the  State,  and  keep 
children  out  of  school  to  go  shopping  or  some  other  trivial 
excuse,  it  seems  unexplainable. 

One  of  the  best  aud  most  popular  teachers  we  have 
ever  had  in  town,  said,  when  I  requetted  her  return,  "It  is 
not  pleasant  to  teach  in  a  school  where  the  Superintendent 
is  regarded  as  the  Judge,  the  schoolhouse  the  jail  and  the 
teacher  the  jailer;  where  the  children  look  forward  to  the 
day  when  they  will  be  15  years  old  (and  by  law  free  from 
compulsory  attendance)  as  prisoners  who  are  looking  for- 
ward to  the  time  of  their  liberation." 

Just  so  loug  as  this  feeling  continues  to  be  cultivated 
by  parents  and  pupils,  just  so  long  will  it  be  difficult  to 
retain  good  teachers  for  more  than  one  or  two  terms. 

We  have  faithfully  tried  to  impress  the  importance  of 
constant  attendant  at  school,  as  required  by  the  law  of  the 
State,  with  some  degree  of  success. 


TEACHERS. 

We  have  employed  only  those  teachers  with  whose 
ability  we  were  personally  acquainted  or  upon  recommen- 
dation of  school  officials  and  principals  of  Normal  schools. 

One  teacher  whose  home  is  in  town,  (and  of  whom 


Bremen  should  be  proud;)  three  from  Castine  Normal 
school  and  three  from  Farmington.  If  ever  a  Superin- 
tendent had  a  corps  of  efficient,  conscientious  workers,  I 
have  had  this  year.  Each  one  has  been  faithful  in  the  least 
as  well  as  larger  matters. 

My  term  of  service  must  expire  with  this  year.  Home 
duties  render  it  impossible  for  me  to  serve  elsewhere.  In 
transferring  my  trust  to  other  hands  I  wish  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  those  parents  who.  realizing  that  advancement 
is  the  watchword  that  leads  to  success,  have  upheld  and 
encouraged  our  efforts  for  the  betterment  of  the  schools. 

To  the  Committee  we  are  truly  grateful  for  so  earnest- 
ly seconding  our  endeavors  to  bring  the  schools  to  a  higher 
standard  and  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  our  State  laws.

Report  of  School  Committee 


The  School  Committee  met  March  14,  and  organized 
with  W.  H.  Hull  as  chairman.  J.  E.  McLain  was  elected 
Superintendent,  after  which,  Mr.  Homan  resigned  from  the 
committee  giving  his  reason  that  we  had  given  the  town  a 
slap  by  electing  a  man  not  popular,  but  the  committee  still 
think  they  made  a  good  selection.  Mr.  Homan's  resignaton 
was  accepted  and  the  vacancy  not  filled. 

The  Selectmen  refused  to  overdraw  the  appropriation 
of  125.  for  schoolhouse  repairs  even  one  cent,  and  refused  to 
allow  the  committee  the  balance  left  over  from  last  year. 
But  they  did  not  refuse  to  over  draw  the  appropriation  for 
school  text  books.  The  committee  find  the  out  buildings 
sadly  in  need  of  repair.  The  out  building  on  the  Island  is 
not  fit  for  a  pig  to  go  into.  For  the  ensuing  year  the  com- 
mittee recommend  the  Island  schoolhouse  to  be  painted  and 
a  new  out  building,  stove  and  funnel,  a  new  funnel  for  the 
Biscay  schoolhouse,  a  new  stove  for  the  Medomak  school- 
house,  a  new  stove  for  the  Broad  Cove  schoolhouse,  all  of 
the  blackboards  painted,  and  we  recommend  the  sum  of 
8125  to  be  raised  for  the  repairs  of  schoolhouses  for  the 
ensuing  year.

TEACHERS 

We  have  been  especially  blessed  with  an  efficient  corps 
of  well  informed  teachers,  five  of  them  coming  from  the 
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Normal  schools  of  our  State,  the  others  from  High  schools 
and  special  preparatory  lessons  in  teaching. 

Surely  they  worked  hard  for  the  advancement  of  our 
schools,  and  we  all  know  that  in  a  large  measure  they  were 
successful. 

Three  of  the  teachers  and  the  superintendent  attended 
teachers'  convention  at  Newcastle,  and  much  help  was 
derived  therefiom. 

TEXT  BOOKS 

The  text  books  in  our  town  we  found  in  a  deplorable 
condition,  with  an  appalling  need  of  the  following  new 
books  (which  it  was  impossible  to  fill  with  the  funds  we 
had  to  do  with):  Large  histories,  second  and  third  readers, 
and  elementary  arithmetics. 

All  that  we  have  purchased  have  been  those  that  were 
actually  necessary  to  supply  the  demand  of  the  schools,  with 
the  exception  of  new  grammars  that  were  gratefully  ie- 
ceived  by  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

We  have  found  in  our  intercourse  with  the  schools  that 
grammar  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  studies  the  children 
have,  and  surely  we  need  a  book  of  ample  instructions  for 
them,  as  grammar  should  be,  if  it  isn't,  one  of  our  most 
important  studies,  for  we  use  our  English  every  time  we 
speak,  and  in  Maxwell's  Elementary  Grammar  we  think 
we  have  just  the  book  that  is  needed. 

The  large  physiologies  are  inadequate  for  the  demand, 
and  this  is  a  demand  that  must  be  rilled  for  the  State  re- 
quires that  physiology  and  hygiene  be  taught  in  all  our 
schools,  with  special  instructions  regarding  the  en°  ct  of 
alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants  and  narcotics  on  the  human 
system. 
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We  made  a  special  business  of  examining  the  books  in 
all  our  schools,  and  trust  that  we  have  them  in  a  better 
condition  than  when  we  took  the  schools. 

ATTENDANCE. 

This  has  been  a  question  of  much  careful  thought  with 
us  during  the  year.  Our  attendance  is  not  what  we  wish  it, 
as  anyone  can  see  by  the  report,  nor  will  it  ever  be  until  all 
the  pareuts  realize  their  duty  in  keeping  their  children  in 
the  schoolroom  unless  detained  by  sickness  only.  Parents 
don't  make  trivial  excuses  to  keep  the  children  home,  for 
we  owe  it  to  them,  to  see  that  they  improve  every  golden 
moment  of  education.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


The  School  Committee  met  March  23,  1909,  and 
elected  Everett  A.  McAssey  chairman  of  the  Board,  and 
Mrs.  Alice  Marston  McAssey  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
W.  H.  Hull's  resignation  as  Truant  Officer  was  received 
and  accepted  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Weston  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

REPAIRS. 

The  Committee  has  made  such  repairs  as  have  been 
found  necessary,  including  an  outhouse  on  the  Island 
which  was  so  sadly  needed,  costing  twenty-six  dollars  and 
twenty-one  cents,  ($26.21.) 

New  stoves  were  purchased  for  four  schools,  Island, 
Medomak,  Broad  Cove  and  Biscay,  where  the  stoves  were 
all  found  to  be  cracked,  and  in  a  dangerous  condition,  and 
as  the  town  carries  no  insurance  on  any  of  its  school 
property  the  Committee  put  new  stoves  in  each  of  the  above 
schools,  costing  with  the  necessary  funnell,  a  total  of 
($36.80),  thirty-six  dollars  and  eighty  cents. 

The  Island  and  Biscay  schoolhouses  were  painted  one 
-coat,  and  should  be  given  another  coat  the  coming  year. 
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Other  minor  repairs  were  made  as  found  necessary 
from  time  to  time.
